ver this labour of our Pen, and fit ſtill, rill it ſhall pleaſe Ged fo to enlighten 
the AtﬀeRions and Vnderſtandings of Qur geod Subje&s on Qur behalfe 
"which We doubt not but that in his good time he will doe) that they may 
ze our ſuffcrings are their ſufferings, Bar, fince inſtead of applying themſelves 
po the Mcthod propoſed by Vs, of making ſuch ſolid particular Propofitiong. 
as might cftabliſha good Vnderſtanding berweene Vs , or of following the 


\ adviceof our Councell of Scotland (with whom they communicate their af- 


faires) in forbearing all meanes that may make the breach wider and wo1md 


deeper, they have choſen to purſue Vs with new reproaches, or rather to con- 


tinue and improve the old, by adding and varying little Circumſtances, and 
Language, in many mattersformerly urged by them, andfully anſwered by 
Vs, We prevailed with our Selfe, upon very mature and particular confide- 
ration of it; to an{werthe late Printed: Booke, intituled, A Declarationor 
Remoxſtrance of the Lords andCommons , which was Ordered the nineteenth of 
Cay laſt, to be Princed and publiſhed, hoping then that they would pur Y's 
ro no more of this trouble, bur that that fhould have beene the laft of ſuch a 
nature they would have communicated to Our People, and that they would 
not, as.they have done ſince, thought fir to affaultus with a Newer Declara- 
tion, indeed ofa very new Nature and Learning , which muſt have another 
Anſwer. And wee doubtnot but that Our good SabjeRts, in ſhort time, will - 


be fo wellinſtraRted inthe differences, and miſtakingsbetweene Ys, that they 


will plainly diſcerne, without refigning their reaſon and underſtanding to- 
Qur Prerogative ,. or the iofallibility of anow major parc ofboth Houſes of 


Parliament (infeted by a few generic )wherethefaulrcis. 


Though wee ſhall with kumilicy and alacrity be alwayes forward to ac- 
knowledge the infinite Mercy and Providence of Almighty God, vouchſafcd:

We doe not know thoſe deliveratices mentioned in the begitning of that De- 
claration, from ſo many wicked Plots and Defignes fince the beginning of this 


Parliament ; which, if they had takeneffe&t, world have brought cenine ard 


deftruftion vpon this Kingdome, We well know the great labour and skill 
hath beene uſed to amate and afright-Our good Sabjets with feares, and ap- 
prehenficns of plots and conſpiracies , the ſevera]l pamphlets publiſhed,and 
letters ſcattered up and downe full of ridiculous contemptible animad- 
verſions to that purpoſe, as (though they found, for what end God knowes, 
very unuſuall conntenance) no ſober man would be moved with them 2 But 
We muſt confefſe, We have never beene able ro informe out Selte of any fuch 
pernicicus formed deſigne againſt the peace of this Kingdome, ſince the be- 
inning of this Parliament, as is mentioned in that Declaratiofh ; or might 
y any warrant to thoſe great Feares both Our Houſes of Parliament ſeemed to 
be tranſported with, but we have great cauſe to beleeve more mt{chiefe and 
danger hath beene waiſed and begotcen to the diſturbanee of this Kihgdome, 
then cured or prevented by thoſe Feares and Jealoufics: And therefore how- 
ever the ru:nour and diſcourſe of plots and conſpiracies may have beene ne- 
ceflary tothe delignes of particular men, they ſhall doe well tiot to pay any 
falſe devorions to Almighty God, who difcernes whether our dangers are 
reall or pretended. | 
For the bringing up of the Army to Zondon, as we have heretofore (by no 


other dire&ion then rhe teſtimony of a good conſcience.) called God ro wit- 


neſle, we never had, or knew of ariyſuch Reſolution, ſoupon the view of the 
Depoſitions now publiſhed with that Declaration, iris not evident tous there 
was ever ſuch defigne,unlefle very loofe Diſcourſe or Argument be inſtance 
enough of ſuch a defigne: And it is apparent, that what was ſaid of it, was 
neare three moneths before the diſcovery to both Houſes of Parliament, fo that 


if there were any danger threatned that way,it vaniſhed without any reſiſtance - 


or prevention, by the wiſedome, power, or authority of them. 
It ſeemes the intention of thar Declaration (whatſoever other end ithath) 


is to anſwer a Declaration they received from Vs, in Anſwer to that which - 


was preſcnted to Vs at New-market, the ninth of March laſt; and likewiſe to 
our Anſwer to the Petition of bot!; Houfes, preſented roVs at Yorke,thetwen- 


ty fixt of March laſt, But before that Declaration fsls upon any particulars of 


our faid Declaration or Anſwer, it complaints, That the heads of the Malig- 
nant party have with much Art and Induſtry adviſed us to ſuffer divers nnjult 
ſcandals and impurarions up©! the P :rliament, ro be publiſhed in our Namie, 
whereby they might make ic 00ious to the people , and by their helped:ſtroy 
it: -Bat not inftancing in aiy one ſcandal] or imputation ſo publiſhcd by 
Vs, We are ill to ſ:eke for the Heads of that Malignant party. Bur our 


good Subje&ts will eafilyunderſtaud , That if we were guilty of that Aſper-

That all our 
loving Subje&s eaſed, refreſhed, ſtrengttned , and abundantly fatisficd with 
our As of Grace and Favour towards them, are willing to be involvedin 
theſe mathankfull expreſſions? Wee muſt appeale to the Thankes and Ac- 
knowledgements publiſhed in the Petitions of moſt of the Counties of Znge 
Ind ; to the teſtimony and thankcs we have received from both Houſes of 
Parliament , how ſeaſonable, how agrecable this uſage of us 15 to our merit, 
or their former expreſſions, gs Poo 

We have not ar 1ll ſwarved or departed fromour Reſolution, or words in 
the beginningof this Parliament : We faid we were retolved to put our {.lte 
freely and clearly.upen the Love and AﬀeCtion of ourEng;ſh Subjects,and we 
fay ſo ſtill, as farre as concernes Englavd. And we call Almi ghty God to wits 
nefſc all our Complaints and Jealoufies, whiet have never bcene cauſcleſſe,nor 
of onr Houſes of Parliament (bur of ſome few Schilmaricall, FaAtous, 
and Ambitious Spirics, and upon grounds, as thort time, wee feare, will 
jJuſtifie the world) cur denyall of the Miu, our abſenting our Selfe 


from Londen , have beene the effe&ts of an upright and faichfull affe&ion to | 


Our Engliſh SubjeRts, that we may be able (chrough «ll the inconveniences we 
are compelled to wraſtle with) at laſt ro preterve aid reſtore their Religion, 
Lawes, and Liberties unto them, 


Since the proceeding againſt the Lord Kimbolton, and the five Members, is 


ſtill 
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thax no retra&ion made by us', ner no Afions fince that time-commirted 
againſt Vs, and the Law ofthe Land, nnder pretence of vindication ot Privd- 
ledge , can fatisfie the Contriversof that Declaration, but that they would. 
have our good Subje&s beleeve, The Accuſation of thoſe ſix Members mult be 
a plot for the breaking the necke of the Parliament , (aſtrangearrogance, if 
any of thoſe Members had the pznning of that Declaration)and thar itjs ſo of- 
ren urged againſt Vs, as if by that {ingle caſuall miſtake ofours(in forme one- 
ly) We had forfeired all Duty, Credit, and Allegiance from our peoplc: we 
muſt without endeavouring to excuſe thar, which intruth was an errour(Our 
going to the Houſe of Commons)give our peoplea cleare and full narration 
of the macter af Fa&, aſſuring our Selfe that our good SubjeRs will nor finde. 
our carriagein thar buſineſle fuch as hath beene reported 


W hen we reſolved -upon luch grounds,as when they ſhall be publiſhed will 
fatisfie theworld, Thatic was fttforour owne Safety, and Honour, andthe- 
Peace of the Kingdom,to proceedagainf thoſe perſons;though we well know 
there was no deg ee of Priviledgeinthatcaſe, yet (to ſhew ourdefire of cor-. 
reſpondency with the two Houſes of Parliament) we choſe, rather then to -

Crimes of a farre inferiour nature rothoſe We had ſuggeſted ; and having no
